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Strong Price Trends Continue to Mark 
Activities at Most Southwest Markets 


Continued strong trends prevailed 
at Southwest farm markets last 
week, according to a report received 
by TItg Herald from the Production 
and Marketing Administration, Unit- f 
ed States Department of Agriculture. 
Most hog markets established new 
all-time high prices in advance rang­ 
ing mostly from $1 to $2.25 per hund_ 
red pounds. Week’s top was $27.75 
at San Antonio, $29 at Fort Worth, 
$30 at Oklahoma City, $30.25 at the 
Wichita market and $31.75 at Den­ 
ver Sows and pigs shared the full 
advnace to sell at mostly $22 to $28. 
Cattle closed the week mostly at a 
steady to 50 cents higher price than 
a week earlier, but weak spots ap­ 
peared on calves and low’ grade 
stockers. Common to medium calves 
sold largely from $13 to $18.50 at 
Texas markets. Beef calves brought 
mostly $22 down at Oklahoma City; 
Denver W’hile Wichita paid $17 to 
20 for good and choice heavy calves. 
Stocker and feeder calves sold gen­ 
erally at $16 to $22. 
Seasonally scarce trash eggs and 
poultry sold at firm to slightly high­ 
er prices last week. 
Cold storage 
eggs supplied most of the market for 
best grades. Fort Worth and Dallas 
offered around 55 cents per dozen 
for best candled white eggs, and 50 
for mixed colors. Heavy hens there 
brought mostly 23 to 26 cents per 
pound. 
Grain markets made further sharp 
gains last week, with even poorer in 
prospects for feed grain crons and 
more pressing requests from Europe 
for relief supplies. Sorghums gain­ 
ed around 25 cents per hundred 
pounds at Fort Worth and Galves­ 
ton, and sold Friday at $3.82. Yellow 
corn rose IO to 15 cents per bushel 
to sell at $2.65 and white corn $3. 
Wheat advanced six to seven cents 
to reach $2.78. 
Cotton dropped sharply following 
the crop report M mday .but climbed 
back to close Friday only a little low­ 
er for the week. Spot -ales increas­ 
ed, and demand continued good for 
the strict low middling and above of 
seven-eighths and 31-32 staple.

Oil Companies 
File A nsvwr In 
Royston Oil Suit 


Replies to the alleged charges of 
Fisher County in the $200,000 dam­ 
age suit, centering around property 
in the old Royston oil 
field, five 
miles southwest of Hamlin were fil­ 
ed in recent days by three of the 
four major oil firms named as de­ 
fendants in the case. 
Morris G. 
Watson, Roby-Rotan attorney and a 
special counsel and prosecutor for 
the county, states that he expects 
the suit to be ready for trial in the 
October term of 104th District Court 
to open in Roby on October 20. 
Defendants filing so far include 
The Texas Company, Phillips Pe­ 
troleum Corporation, and the Stan- 
dolind Oil and Gas. Thp other ma­ 
jor defendant still to file is Merry 
Brothers and Perini. 
A number of other smaller mineral 
holders in the land involved are 
listed as nominal defendants. 
In­ 
cluded in the group are the follow­ 
ing from Hamlin area: Mattie Col. 
burn, Leu Dan Hartin, Ted Russell, 
executor of the estate of Dan W. 
Stephens, deceased, Laura Bell Ste­ 
phens and Tarlton Willingham. 
Counsel for The Texas Company 
are H S. Garrett and W. N. Sands, 
Fort Worth; for Phillips Petroleum 
Corporation. E. H. Foster, and War­ 
ren M. Snarks, Amarillo. The coun­ 
sel for both comimnies have filed 
pleas in abatement, pleading also 
that the lease should not be cancel­ 
ed. 
Counsel for the Stanolind Oil and 
Gas Company is Tom B. Rowell Jr 
of Tulsa. The reply filed by that 
company is a denial of the alleged 
charges of the plaintiff, outlined in 
the suit. 
Fisher County filed suit August 
14, against the four firms seeking the 
cancellation of a lease held on 3,040 
acres of land in the Royston oil 
field area, in east Fisher County, and 
damages in the total amount of to 
$200,000. If the lease is not cancell­ 
ed, the plaintiff, as an alternative, 
Is suing for $500,000, and a program 
which will insure proper develop­ 
ment of the properties involved in 
the future. 
Involved is a block of land the 
Royston area formerly owned bv the 
late Dan W. Stephens, who deeded 
one fourth of the mineral rights to 
Fisher County in the 1930’s the coun­ 
ty alleges.

Strong Price Trends Continue to Mark 
Activities at Most Southwest Markets

Continued strong trends prevailed 
Et Southwest farm m arkets last 
week, according to a report received 
by The Herald from the Production 
and M arketing Administration, U nit-( 
ed States Departm ent of Agriculture. 
Most hog m arkets established new 
all-tim e high prices in advance rang­ 
ing mostly from $1 to $2.25 per hund­ 
red pounds. 
Week’s top was $27.75 
at San Antonio, $29 at Fort W orth, 
$30 at Oklahoma City, $30.25 a t the 
W ichita m arket and $31.75 at Den­ 
ver Sows and pigs shared the full 
advnace to sell at mostly $22 to $28. 
Cattle closed the week mostly at a 
steady to 50 cents higher price than 
a week earlier, but weak spots ap­ 
peared on calves 
and 
low 
glade 
£ lockers. Common to medium calves 
sold iareely from $13 to $18.50 at 
Texas markets. Beef calves brought 
mostly $22 down at Oklahoma City; 
Denver while W ichita paid $17 to 
20 for good and choice heavy calves. 
Stocker and feeder calves sold gen­ 
erally at $16 to $22. 
Seasonally scarce frash eggs and 
poultry sold at firm to slightly high­ 
er prices last week. 
Cold storage 
eggs supplied most of the m arket for 
best grades. Fort W orth and Dallas 
offered around 55 cents per dozen 
for best candled white eags, and 50 
for mixed colors. Heavy hens there 
brought mostly 23 to 26 cents per 
pound. 
G rain m arkets made further sharp 
gains last week, with even poorer in 
prospects for feed grain crcxns and 
more pressing requests from Europe 
for relief supplies. Sorghums gain­ 
ed around 25 
cents 
per 
hundred 
pounds at Fort W orth and Galves­ 
ton, and sold Friday at $3.82. Yellow 
corn rose IO to 15 cents per bushel 
to sell at $2.65 and white corn $3. 
W heat advanced six to seven cents 
to reach $2.78. 
Cotton dropped sharply following 
the crop report Munday .but climbed 
back to close Friday only a little low­ 
er for the week. Spot -ales increas­ 
ed, and demand continued good for 
the strict lowr middling and above of 
seven-eighths and 31-32 staple.
